Board commits to transgender policy

Officials with the Edmonton 
Catholic School Board are now 
committing to pass a trans¬ 
gender policy that mirrors the 
one already in place in the city’s 
public schools, after meeting 
Wednesday with Education Min¬ 
ister David Eggen. 

Board chairwoman Debbie 
Engel and other trustees met 
with Eggen to discuss the need 


for action, after a board meet¬ 
ing last week on a proposed 
transgender policy descended 
into chaos. 

Engel told reporters Wednes¬ 
day that Eggen made clear what 
he expects, and that Edmonton 
Public’s proven approach on 
transgender issues will now 
serve as a guide for the Catholic 
board to follow in building its 


^am Comfort SehincT 
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own policy. 

“The (Catholic board’s) 
policy will be veiy much like 
the policy that has been tried 
and true and in practice with 
Edmonton Public,” she said. 

Eggen made clear he was dis¬ 
appointed how the board meet¬ 
ing had been run, but he’s con¬ 
fident the board is now heading 
in the right direction. 


“The board is endeavouring 
to build a standalone policy 
that looks encouraging to me. 
I certainly will entrust them 
to build something that fits in 
with the school act.” 

Before last week’s tumultu¬ 
ous debate, board trustee Lariy 
Kowalczylc suggested that being 
transgender is akin to a “men¬ 
tal disorder.” 


Engel said she was unaware 
those comments had been made 
until well after the meeting. 

She said the board rules typ¬ 
ically aim to have trustees speak 
to media with one voice and 
Kowalczylc was definitely not 
speaking for the board. 

“The will of the board will 
determine what next steps are 
taken,” she said.

To the courts, Aaron Bott is just 
a drug dealer. But to members 
of his cannabis dispensaiy, he 
was a connection to medicine. 

“We were helping people,” 
Bott, who is currently facing traf¬ 
ficking charges, said. 

“Unfortunately, it seems like 
Alberta isn’t willing to listen, 
and is persecuting us as hard and 
fast as they can. They aren’t even 
looking at us helping people ac¬ 
cess their medicine or anything 
like that.” 

Bott is president of the Mo¬ 
bile Access Compassionate Re¬ 
sources Organization Society 
(MACROS), Edmonton’s only 
compassion club. For the past 11 
years, MACROS operated without 
issue until July, when Alberta’s 
Law Enforcement Response Team 
shut it down. 

He’s using the charge as the 
impetus to take his case to the 
Supreme Court. 

Bott and several members 
of his family were in court fa¬ 
cing trafficking and cultivation 
charges. 

He explained that MACROS 
acted much like a pharmacy, 
offering advice and grower in¬ 
formation to its 1,000 plus mem¬ 
bers, all of whom had a Health 
Canada medical-marijuana li¬ 
cense or a prescription. 


Before the court date, he told 
Metro he was willing to take the 
fight to keep the dispensaiy open 
as far as he had to. 

Now he’s taking it further 
than that, if need be. 

“We want to challenge it as a 
Constitutional challenge that dis¬ 
pensaries are a valuable service 
for medical cannabis users,” he 
said. “It’s time for the govern¬ 
ment to recognize us and find 
a place for us.” 

His goal is to go as high as 
the Supreme Court if he has to. 
On that front, he’s got B.C. law¬ 
yer Kirk Tousaw, who has been 
involved in several high profile 
medical-marijuana cases, to take 
him there.

Oliver denies recession status 


Finance Minister Joe Oliver’s as¬ 
sertion that there has been no 
recession in Canada this year is 
of little solace in Alberta. 

“It reminds me of that legend 
of Nero fiddling while Rome 
burned,” said Keith Brownsey, 
a political scientist at Calgary’s 
Mount Royal University. 

“Apparently there’s no reces¬ 
sion,” Brownsey scoffed. “You 
tell that to people in this town 
right now.” 

Oliver made his pronounce¬ 
ment on the recession in an inter¬ 
view on Wednesday. 

“We don’t believe that the 
economy was in fact in a reces¬ 
sion,” he said, despite Statistics 
Canada data showing two con¬ 
secutive quarters of negative 
economic growth this year.

Oliver said the contraction 
was confined to the energy and 
resources sector, which makes 
up about a fifth of Canada’s 
economy, but that the rest was 
growing. 

Meanwhile, the Conference 
Board of Canada’s latest Metro¬ 
politan Outlook, released Wed¬ 


nesday, paints a bleak picture. 

Calgary — the white-collar 
heart of the oilpatch, which has 
seen scores of layoffs in recent 
months — is ranked dead last 
out of 13 cities when it comes 
to forecast real GDP growth in 
2015. In 2014 it ranked second, 
after Edmonton. 

Alberta as a whole has been hit 
hard by a halving in crude prices 
from a year ago, the Conference 
Board noted. On Wednesday, the 
U.S. crude benchmark closed well 
below $45 US a barrel. 

“Unfortunately, the second 
half of (2015) is expected to be... 
challenging as more layoffs begin 
to hit home and builders retreat 
further from breaking ground 
on new homes,” the report said.

Victim wants to 
thank helpers

Three men aid 
88-year-old 
after parking 
lot hit-and-run

An 88-year-old woman injured 
in a hit-and-run in a Safeway 
parking lot this month is 
hoping she can find the three 
young men who helped her. 

Olga Mulawka had just left 
her vehicle to find a shopping 
cart at the grocery store on 118 
Avenue and 82 Street around 
3 p.m. on Sept. 8 when she 
said she was struck by a baby 
blue, newer-model Buiclc car. 

“I went flying, and I was in 


such horrible pain. I couldn’t 
breathe and I couldn’t talk,” 
she said. 

The driver of the vehicle 
briefly got out to help her. He 
took off, she said, when three 
young First Nations men came 
with a walker, helped her up, 
and took her inside the Safe¬ 
way store until an ambulance 
arrived. 

Dazed from the pain, she 
didn’t get their names. 

“They were so nice I 
couldn’t believe it,” Mula¬ 
wka said. “It would be nice if 
I could meet them and thank 
them in person and give them 
a big hug.” 

Mulawka is recovering in 
hospital in Leduc. Her arm 
was broken in three places 
and she has had surgery to 
repair it with steel screws and 
plates. Her pelvis is fractured 
and she has bruising all over 
the side of her body. 


Her daughter, Kathy Gloge, 
said no one got the culprit’s 
licence plate number. Edmon¬ 
ton police are now investigat¬ 
ing and reviewing video foot¬ 
age from the store, she said, 
and anyone with information 
about the incident is asked to 
contact them. 

Gloge said her mother will 
be undergoing rehabilitation 
in the hospital until she’s able 
to resume her normally in¬ 
dependent life. It could have 
been worse, she said, had 
those three young men not 
stopped to help her. 

“These guys didn’t have to 
do anything. They could have 
kept walking, yet they took 
the time to pick mom up and 
bring her into the store for 
medical attention,” Gloge said. 

“They weren’t looking for 
any recognition for what they 
did, and that makes me think 
‘wow.’”

Reports say man charged 
in Dunbar-Blanchette 
murder case hospitalized 

Relatives of a man charged 
in the slaying of a two-year- 
old toddler and her father 
in Blairmore, Alta., say he 
has been transported to 
hospital following an undis¬ 
closed incident Wednesday 
afternoon.

Saretzky, 22, faces first- 
degree murder charges 
in the deaths of Terry 
Blanchette, 27, and Hailey 
Dunbar-Blanchette. There 
is an additional charge of 
committing indignity to a 
body in the girl's case.

An Edmonton women’s shel¬ 
ter says a $15-million invest¬ 
ment to support those affected 
by family violence across the 
province will result in more 
counselling and housing op¬ 


tions for women and children. 

Announced by the Alberta 
government Wednesday mor¬ 
ning, the funding brings the 
annual investment to more 
than $49 million. 

“It’s a historic kind of an¬ 
nouncement,” said Liza Sun- 
ley, executive director of the 
Lurana Shelter Society. “(The 
government) has always sort of 
recognized the needs that we 
have and we’ve seen increases 
over the years, but nothing like 
this before.” 

The funding is intended to 
help improve data collection, 
research and training, offset 
operating costs at shelters, sup¬ 
port 11 second-stage shelters

and hire 84 new outreach sup¬ 
port workers and 40 child and 
youth counsellors. 

The Lurana Shelter Society is 
currently funded to provide 32 
beds to support 16 women and 
16 children at any given time. 

The shelter helps around 
550 women each year. 

Sunley said finding afford¬ 
able and safe housing is one of 


the biggest issues faced by the 
shelter in helping women who 
have escaped family violence. 
She isn’t yet sure how much 
money the shelter will receive, 
but said it will allow them to 
equip women and children 
with the resources necessary 
to resume a normal life. 

“They have committed to 
helping us with child and 
youth counselling,” Sunley 
said. “We will also be able to 
do more work with women in 
the community who need more 
supports to find safe housing. 

“We’re excited about be¬ 
ing able to do that. It’s been 
a missing piece for us for a 
long time.”

Boy’s hair 
prompts

One Calgary mom said she’s 
“irate” after her eight-year-old 
son was told at school he’d have 
to cut his new ‘do. 

Gabriel Carrie, who at¬ 
tends Ecole Terre des Jeunes, a 
FrancoSUD elementaiy school 
in the city’s northwest, was told 
his new haircut — a faux hawk 
— had to go by the school’s prin¬ 
cipal, Sylvie Monette. 

According to Paula Carrie, 
Gabriel’s mom, Monette told 
her son that his ‘do symbolizes 
gangs and violence. 

Carrie said she was blown 
away when Gabriel told her this. 
Carrie, who is not French, said 
she thought her son might have 
misinterpreted what Monette 
was saying. 

“I said, ‘was she joking?’ And 
he said no. I said, ‘Is there a 
chance you misunderstood’ — 
because he is still learning — 
and I asked him to repeat what 
she had said in French to his 
sister who is also Francophone,” 
she said. “My daughter said this 
is what it means mommy, he 
didn’t misunderstand.” 

But Monette doesn’t agree. 
She said Gabriel misunderstood 
what she was saying. 

“He has a prehawlc, and we 
have a rule about mohawks,” 
said Monette. “I said right now 
your hair is perfect, it is veiy 
good, just don’t let it grow high¬ 
er, and this has been a rule that 
has been in our school forever.” 

The school’s hair rule states: 
“the fully colored and unusual 
haircuts (Mohawks, shaved sym¬ 
bols, etc.) will not be accepted. 
In these cases the parents will 
be contacted to remedy the 
situation.”

Arts 'ignored' on 
economic stage

Pondering change in

Melanie Hnatyshyn sits in the 
shadows of dozens of glassy 
downtown-Calgary highrises, 
in the financial heart of the 
oil industry, in a riding that's 
voted some shade of con¬ 
servative blue for decades, 
and ponders change. 

"I would say, yeah, I 
would say we need change. 
Sometimes just a new face, 
just maybe a new leader," she 
says, almost with a note of 
surprise. 

Her tone is understand¬ 
able, given the entrenched 
views of a city where, as she 
describes it, many inherit 
politics like they inherit family 
heirlooms. 

Hnatyshyn (the "H" is 
silent) was born in Winnipeg 
and moved to Calgary for 
university. At 31, well into her 
career — she's a develop¬ 
ment engineer for a major 
energy company — and 
despite Calgary's progres¬ 
sive mayor, Naheed Nenshi, 
Hnatyshyn says some of her 
friends are wary of discuss¬ 
ing alternate political views 
in a culture attached to the 
idea that federal right-wing 
politics are best for business. 

"They feel like they can't 
maybe openly discuss things 
with the typical person in 


Calgary. That Conservative 
majority is just so prevalent." 

Hnatyshyn hasn't decided 
who to vote for, or whether 
she's willing to vote strategic¬ 
ally, but she has a shortlist of 
issues she's watching. 

The first is the refugee 
crisis. She's heard how many 
Syrians the various lead¬ 
ers propose to bring in, but 
wants more detail on the 
plans, and fuller explanation 
of the Conservatives' re¬ 
sponse thus far. "If it's driven 
by economics and budget, 
it'd be nice if they explained 
that," she says. 

A pragmatist and self-iden¬ 
tified planner, Hnatyshyn's 
also looking for a party with 
a well-rounded vision for the 
future of the energy industry 
— one that offers more 
stability. "In the U.S., they're 
not as affected by the low oil 
prices as we are in Canada. 
They're trying to be energy 
independent and have a 
long-term view and have 
secure jobs, whereas Canada 
seems to be at the whim of 
the fluctuations of oil and gas 
market prices." 

She'd also like politicians 
to tackle the imbalance 
between university costs 
and employment prospects. 
She'd like to see a strategic, 
and once again, long-term 
look at education and how to 


better funnel young people 
into paths that offer pros¬ 
pects, instead of joblessness 
or low-skilled work. 

She mentions, finally, 
the tangled issue of Senate 
reform. She watched spokes- 
people for the three major 
parties discuss the subject 
on the news the other day. 

"It seemed like all of them 
wanted to do something 
about reforming the Senate, 
but no one was holding 
themselves to any promises. 
You feel like if nobody's 
going to take a stand on the 
Senate, what does that say 
about all the parties? Politics 
on top of politics." 

Aside from what each 
party is saying they'll do, 
Hnatyshyn is also trying to 
figure out how much she 
can trust politicians to de¬ 
liver. She wonders about the 
Conservatives' about-face on 
fast-tracking Syrian refugees. 
But it's also informing her 
voting strategy. "Keep your 
mind open, because I don't 
know, maybe some of the 
parties will be more flexible 
depending on what they 
think people want to hear, 
right up until the election."

Funding cuts 
prevail despite 
surge in GDP

A familiar cloud of disappoint¬ 
ment settles in for George 
Pothitos in what’s shaping up to 
be yet another federal election 
with little mention of the arts 
on Canada’s economic stage. 

While the prime ministerial 
hopefuls travel the country, 
shaking hands and promising 
new economic growth, the 
award-winning artistic director 
of Neptune Theatre in Halifax 
busies himself with the latest 
production of the classic, Great 
Expectations. 

But when the soft-spoken 
Pothitos sits down to discuss 
what’s at stake when funding 
for the arts is largely ignored 
from the policy agenda, he 
pleads a business case, not a 


poem. 

“We’re not some handout,” 
he says. 

“The perception that it’s 
charity has to cease. We have to 
look at (arts) as an investment.” 

In the past nine years, 
Pothitos says, the theatre’s fund¬ 
ing from the Canada Council for 
the Arts has been cut as the pool 
of money remains stagnant. 

Arts and culture funding 
briefly flared up as an election 
issue in 2008 in response to 
the Conservatives having made 


nearly $45 million in cuts. 

Pothitos beheves that’s iron¬ 
ic, considering the $7.37 million 
the theatre and its patrons — 
who dined at nearby restau¬ 
rants, bars, and doled out cash 
at other businesses — pumped 


into Nova Scotia’s economy 
during the 2013-14 season, ac¬ 
cording to the theatre’s latest 
economic-impact study. 

Another report, by the Can¬ 
adian Arts Coalition, claims the 
arts sector was responsible for 
$48 billion dollars’ worth of 
GDP in 2010, and employed 
650,000 people across the coun- 
tiy—just under four per cent of 
the country’s total employment. 

“It’s typical to see the arts 
more or less ignored, for some 
reason,” explains Jeff MacLeod, 
a professor of political studies 
at Mount Saint Vincent Uni¬ 
versity. 

Leaders of all political 
stripes “don’t embrace (arts), 
they don’t see it reflected in the 
population or the electorate, 
he says, “so there’s no political 
gain; therefore, it dies from 
policy neglect.” 

Earlier this week, Liber¬ 
al leader Justin Trudeau an¬ 
nounced that investment in 
the Canada Council for the Arts 
would double to $360 million 
per year under a Liberal govern¬ 
ment, with $150 million extra 
invested in CBC/Radio Canada.

Imprisoned 
Canadian 
granted pardon 

Nearly two years after his arrest 
in Egypt on widely denounced 
terrorism charges, Canadian 
journalist Mohamed Fahmy 
walked out of prison a free 
man on Wednesday, following 
a presidential pardon. 

Fahmy and his colleague 
and co-accused Baher 
Mohamed were among 100 
people — including dozens of 
prominent human rights activ¬ 
ists — pardoned by President 
Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi. 

“I am free! This time for 
real! Cops dropped me at 
CAC my old high school in 
my prison garb. Party Time! 
#FreeAJStaff” Fahmy tweeted 
moments after his release. 

Speaking later to reporters, 
Fahmy said he still “can’t be¬ 
lieve it.” 

“We have not digested the 
fact that we are free; we don’t 
have to worry about anything 
else,” he said. “Our families 
have suffered so much since 
the beginning of this trial 
and we’re very happy that 
el-Sissi took this action and 
released us.” 

His wife, Marwa Omara, 
said she was visiting Fahmy 
in prison when she learned 
the news of his pardon from 
a TV set that was on. 

“I was scared for his health 


from too much joy,” she said, 
adding that the first thing they 
plan to do is have a large wed¬ 
ding party to celebrate their 
recent marriage. 

Fahmy’s lawyer said she was 
delighted that the journalist 
was finally free. 

“It has been a long or¬ 
deal, and we are grateful to 
President Sissi for exercising 
his power to pardon the two 
journalists,” Amal Clooney 


said in a statement. 

“This is a historic day in 
Egypt where the government 
has finally corrected a long¬ 
standing injustice, and set two 
innocent men free.” 

Foreign Affairs Minister Rob 
Nicholson said he was pleased 
to hear about Fahmy’s release 
from prison. 

An emailed statement from 
the Egyptian president’s office 
said the pardons were given 


to people “who have received 
final prison verdicts in cases 
related to breaking a protest 
law or infringing on the police 
forces’ actions, in addition to a 
number of health-related and 
humanitarian cases.” 

The pardon also came a day 
before el-Sissi is to travel to 
New York to attend the United 
Nations General Assembly.

Mulcair clarifies his 
stance on niqabs 


NDP Leader Tom Mulcair is 
urging tolerance and a calmer 
discussion about face coverings 
when applying for Canadian 
citizenship. 

In a speech Wednesday, he 
said he backs a requirement 
that women show their faces 
at some point in the citizen¬ 
ship process — but not at the 
citizenship ceremony, as the 
Conservatives would hope. 

“I understand that many view 
the niqab as a symbol of the 
oppression of women. 

“And on that, let me be clear: 
No one has the right to tell a 
woman what she must — or 
must not — wear,” Mulcair said. 

“I am in agreement with the 
existing rule under which any¬ 
one seeking citizenship must 
uncover their face to identify 
themselves before swearing the 
oath, in accordance with their 
religious beliefs.” 

The Conservatives want 
women to be required to show 
their faces not only at a point 
during the process of applying 
for citizenship, but also during 
the citizenship ceremony itself 

The federal government is 
fighting a court ruling that 
threw out the requirement for 
uncovered faces at citizenship 
ceremonies. 

Mulcair’s speech comes a 
day before a leaders’ debate 
in Montreal and was organized 
at the last minute in a bid to 
clarify the NDP position on the

veil. The issue is particularly 
controversial in Quebec, the 
NDP’s main support base. 

The federal government is 
fighting a court ruling that 
threw out the requirement for 
uncovered faces at citizenship 
ceremonies.

The lawyer for a woman al¬ 
leging she was sexually as¬ 
saulted by Chicago Blaclchawlcs 
forward Patrick Kane said Wed¬ 
nesday that an empty evidence 
bag was improperly left in the 
doorway of the woman’s moth¬ 
er’s home. 

Thomas Eoannou said the 
bag at one point contained 
the rape kit used when the 
woman reported that she had 
been assaulted. 

“Something seriously has 
gone amiss,” Eoannou said. 

Eoannou said the mother 
made the bizarre discovery 
when she came home from 
work for lunch on Tuesday 
afternoon. She found the bag 
folded up between a storm

door and her front door, he 
said. “It could have been there 
a day and a half,” he said, be¬ 
cause the woman used the back 
door when she left for work 
that morning. 

He said the bag is authen¬ 
tic, labelled with personal 
identifying information for 
the woman, details on where 
the rape kit was used and the 
initials of the nurses who ad¬ 
ministered the kit. 


“I have never seen an evi¬ 
dence bag outside of a police 
lab, a prosecutor’s office or a 
court room, let alone find one 
in a doorway of a rape victim’s 
mother’s home,” he said. 

Eoannou said he wants the 
FBI or state police to probe how 
the bag left the custody of in¬ 
vestigators. It’s not clear how 
the bag got to the mother’s 
home or what effect it may 
have on the investigation, he 
said. 

“We’re hoping to find out 
how this happened and who 
had the incentive to modify or 
tamper with the evidence,” he 
said. Eoannou said he hoped 
the person who delivered the 
bag would come forward. 

Police have been investigat¬ 
ing since the alleged Aug. 2 
incident at Kane’s off-season 
home in suburban Buffalo. 
Kane has not been charged.

Thousands cheer Pope on streets ofWashington 


Cheered by jubilant crowds 
across the U.S. capital, Pope 
Francis forged common cause 
Wednesday with President Bar¬ 
ack Obama on climate change, 
immigration and inequality, as 
the popular pontiff signalled he 
would not sidestep issues that 
have deeply divided Americans. 

On his first full day in the 


United States, the Pope also 
reached out to America’s 450 
bishops, many of whom have 
struggled to come to terms 
with his new social justice- 
minded direction for the Cath¬ 
olic Church. He gently prodded 
the bishops to forgo “harsh 
and divisive language,” while 
commending their “courage” in 


the face of the church’s sexual 
abuse scandal — rhetoric that 
angered victims he may meet 
with later in his trip. 

Excited crowds lined streets 
near the White House to catch 
a glimpse of the smiling and 
waving Francis as he passed by 
in his open-air “popemobile.” 

In keeping with his reputa¬ 


tion as the “people’s pope,” 
Francis kept Obama and other 
dignitaries at the White House 
waiting so he could spend time 
greeting schoolchildren outside 
the Vatican’s diplomatic mis¬ 
sion where he spent the night. 

Later, speaking in soft, halt¬ 
ing English, Francis said that 
as the son of an immigrant 


family, he was “happy to be a 
guest in this country, which 
was largely built by such fam¬ 
ilies.” The Argentine Pope was 
bom to Italian parents who left 
their home country before he 
was born, and he has been a 
forceful advocate for humane 
treatment of migrants.

U.S. thinks 
hackers 
are from 
China 


The number of people apply¬ 
ing for or receiving security 
clearances whose fingerprint 
images were stolen in one of 
the worst U.S. government data 
breaches is now believed to 
be 5.6 million, not 1.1 million 
as first thought, the Office of 
Personnel Management an¬ 
nounced Wednesday. 

The agency was the victim 
of what the U.S. believes was 
a Chinese espionage operation 
that affected an estimated 21.5 
million current and former 
federal employees or job ap¬ 
plicants. The theft could give 
Chinese intelligence a huge 
leg up in recruiting inform¬ 
ants inside the U.S. govern¬ 
ment, experts believe. It also 
could help the Chinese identify 
U.S. spies abroad, according to 
American officials. 

The White House has said 
it’s going to discuss cyberse- 
curity with Chinese President 
Xi Jinping when he visits 
President Barack Obama later 
this week. The administration 
has not publicly blamed China 
or taken any public action in 
retaliation for the hack. Intel¬ 
ligence officials have called the 
data a fair intelligence target, 
one the U.S. would pursue if it 
had the chance.

European Union President 
Donald Tusk urged divided 
EU nations to set aside their 
differences and work together 
to secure the bloc’s borders 
as Europe struggles with its 
biggest refugee emergency in 
decades. 

About half a million people 
have fled to Europe so far this 
year in search of sanctuary or 
jobs. As numbers swell, nations 
have tightened border security. 
Hungary has a razor-wire fence 
along its border with Serbia. 

Countries in eastern Europe 
with little recent experience 
of migration are trading barbs 
over who is to blame, while 
Balkans neighbours Serbia and 
Croatia — who were at war 
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The current 
'migration policy' 
is a sum of despair 
of the victims 
fleeing war and 
persecution... of 
the cynicism of 
the smuggler. 

European Union President 
Donald Tusk 

in the early 1990s — issued 
threats and ultimatums. 

“We must prepare a concrete 
plan, which must finally appear 
in place of the arguments and 
the chaos we have witnessed 
in the last weeks,” Tusk told 
reporters before chairing the 
summit. 

“The most urgent question 
we should ask ourselves to¬ 
night is how to regain control 
of our external borders. Other¬ 


wise it does not make sense 
to even speak of a common 
European migration policy.” 

As the leaders headed to 
Brussels, a further 5,000 mi¬ 
grants were converging on the 
Austrian border with Hungary, 
police said. 

Serbia, meanwhile, gave 
EU member Croatia an ulti¬ 
matum to reopen its border for 
all cargo transport by midnight 
Wednesday or face unspecified 
retaliation. 

Among the outstanding 
issues that Tusk, the sum¬ 
mit’s official host, wants ad¬ 
dressed is increasing assistance 
to EU member nations that 
are receiving the brunt of the 
refugee influx, and improv¬ 
ing co-operation with non-EU 
countries in the Balkans and 
Turkey, which is now home to 
almost two million migrants 
— many of whom have fled 
Syria’s civil war. 

Tusk also wants to discuss 
diplomatic efforts to end the

Moon to put on a rare double 


Get ready for a rare double 
feature this weekend, starring 
our veiy own moon. 

A total lunar eclipse will 
share the stage with a so-called 
supermoon Sunday night or 
early Monday, depending 
where you are. That combin¬ 
ation hasn’t been seen since 
1982 and won’t happen again 
until 2033. 

When a full or new moon 
makes its closest approach 


to Earth, that’s a supermoon. 
Although still about 220,000 
miles away, this full moon 
will look bigger and brighter 
than usual. In fact, it will be 
the closest full moon of the 
year, about 30,000 miles clos¬ 
er than the average distance. 
(The moon’s orbit is far from 
a perfect circle.) 

The full eclipse of the moon 
will last more than an hour 
and be visible, weather per¬ 


mitting, from North and South 
America, Europe, Africa and 
western Asia. 

This weekend’s eclipse 
marks the end of a tetrad, or 
series of four total lunar eclips¬ 
es set six months apart. This 
series began in April 2014. 

The 21st century will see 
eight of these tetrads, an un¬ 
commonly good run. From 
1600 to 1900, there were none. 
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Sumatran rhino 
expecting 2nd calf

Species is 
threatened by 
poaching, loss 
ofhabitat 

A Sumatran rhinoceros is preg¬ 
nant with her second calf at 
an Indonesian sanctuaiy in the 
original habitat of the highly 
endangered species, a govern¬ 
ment conservation official said 
Wednesday. 

Bambang Dahono Adji, dir¬ 
ector of biodiversity conserva¬ 
tion at Indonesia’s Ministry of 
Environment and Forestry, said 
the mother, Ratu, is expected 
to give birth next May at the 
Way Kambas National Park in 
southern Sumatra. 

Sumatran rhino pregnancies 
last about 16 months, and the 
babies weigh up to 27 kilograms. 
Ultrasound images indicate 


Ratu’s pregnancy is progress¬ 
ing normally. 

“This proves capabilities of 
our own experts at Way Kam¬ 
bas,” Dahono said. “Malaysia’s 
announcement of the extinc¬ 
tion of Sumatran rhinos there 
made Indonesia’s efforts to save 
the rhino veiy important now.” 

Now 12 years old, Ratu was 
bom in the wild and wandered 
out of the rainforest in 2005. Her 
first calf, a male named Andatu 
bom in 2012, was the first Su¬ 
matran rhino bom in an Asian 
breeding facility in more than 
140 years. 

The father of both calves is 
Andalas, who was bom at the 
Cincinnati Zoo, later sent to the 
Los Angeles Zoo and then moved 
to Indonesia in 2007 for mating. 

Andalas’ brother, Harapan, 
lives at the Cincinnati Zoo, is 
the only Sumatran rhino abroad 
and is expected to be moved to 
Indonesia in October. Their sister 
Suci was believed to have died 


there because her diet at the 
zoo contained too much iron. 

“We are proudly announcing 
the pregnancy of Ratu at the 
Sumatra Rhone Sanctuaiy co¬ 
inciding with the celebration 
of World Rhino Day,” said En¬ 
vironment Minister Siti Nurbaya 
Balcar in a statement.

“One birth doesn’t save a spe¬ 
cies, but it’s one more Sumatran 
rhino on Earth,” said Ellis.

Websites worry 
commercials 
could vanish 
like pop-ups 

When you visit a website, you 
often find yourself waiting and 
waiting for advertisements to 
load. It doesn’t have to be this 
way. There are easy ways to 
block such annoyances, and 
Apple is now permitting apps 
that block ads in its Web brows¬ 
er for iPhones and iPads. 

All this might help users 
navigate, but it also threatens 
the livelihood of websites and 
publishers that depend heavily 
on advertising revenue — com¬ 
panies like Google, Hulu and 
The New York Times. While the 
rise in ad blocking isn’t caus¬ 
ing panic yet, publishers and 
content creators are watching. 

Already, some websites are 
taking steps to reduce the an¬ 
noyance so users won’t turn 
to ad blockers. 

“It is possible to be too 
alarmist about ad blockers, but 
it’s a veiy real phenomenon,” 


said Joshua Benton, director of 
the Nieman Journalism Lab at 
Harvard University. 

It’s one thing if just five per 
cent of iPhone users install 
an ad blocker; it’s another if 
80 per cent do, Benton said.

disappear just like pop-up win¬ 
dows, which many browsers 
now block automatically in 
response to consumers’ an¬ 
noyance with them. 

PageFair, a firm that seeks 
to counter ad blockers, says 
worldwide usage of ad blockers 
grew 41 per cent from last year 


to nearly 200 million people. 
That’s six per cent of Internet 
users worldwide, including 16 
per cent in the U.S., 37 per cent 
in Greece and 25 per cent in 
Germany. PageFair estimates 
these tools will block nearly 
$22 billion US in ad revenue 
this year and $41 billion US 
next year. 

The threats to websites are 
about to get bigger. The ability 
to block ads, long available on 
traditional computers, arrived 
on Apple’s mobile devices with 
a recent software update, iOS 9. 

Google’s Android system 
also allows ad blockers in Web 
browsers such as Firefox, as 
long as they don’t affect un¬ 
related apps. 

Many websites already have 
countermeasures for ad block¬ 
ers. Hulu, for instance, simply 
replaces commercials with an 
unslcippable message. 

Meanwhile, some compan¬ 
ies are paying developers of ad 
blockers such as Adbloclc Plus 
for the right to bypass them. 
Companies that benefit a lot 
from search ads, like Google 
and Microsoft, pay for the priv¬ 
ilege, the Financial Times re¬ 
ported.

Birthday 
song free 
for all 

The music publishing company 
that has been collecting royal¬ 
ties on the song Happy Birth¬ 
day To You for years does not 
hold a valid copyright on the 
lyrics to the tune that is one 
of the mostly widely sung in 
the world, a U.S. judge ruled. 

U.S. District Judge George 
H. King determined the song’s 
original copyright, obtained 
by the Clayton F. Summy Co. 
from the song’s writers, cov¬ 
ered only the tune’s musical 
arrangement and not the lyrics. 

King’s decision comes in a 
lawsuit filed two years ago by 
Good Morning To You Produc¬ 
tions Corp., which challenged 
the copyright now held by 
Warner/Chappell Music Inc., 
arguing that the song should 
be “dedicated to public use and 
in the public domain.” 

“Because Summy Co. never 
acquired the rights to the 
‘Happy Birthday’ lyrics, de¬ 
fendants, as Summy Co.’s pur¬ 
ported successors-in-interest, 
do not own a valid copyright,”

Volkswagen CEO Martin 
Winterkorn stepped down 
Wednesday over a scan¬ 
dal in which the German 
carmaker admitted to rig¬ 
ging its diesel cars' emis¬ 
sions to pass U.S. tests.

VW scandal could kill diesel 


Over the past 20 years, diesel’s 
image has experienced an ex¬ 
treme makeover of the kind 
usually associated solely with 
American reality TV shows, 
going from the dirty, industry 
fuel used to power polluting 
trucks and buses to a poten¬ 
tial short-term solution to 
preserving current oil supplies 
without compromising on per¬ 
formance, driving dynamics 
and crucially, air pollution. 

But that was before the 
current situation at Volk¬ 
swagen — the world’s largest 
carmaker is accused of using 
software to cheat on U.S. emis¬ 
sions tests on its TDI diesel 
powerplants — became front¬ 
page news around the world. 

Although diesel is a niche 
market in the U.S., accounting 
for just two per cent of new 
car sales, VW was the big¬ 


gest player and its cars were 
developing a loyal, environ¬ 
mentally conscious following. 

VW and consequently the 
current system of 
emissions certifi¬ 
cation will be in¬ 
vestigated by the 
U.S. Congress’s 
Oversight and In¬ 
vestigations Sub¬ 
committee. 

Diesel is more 
efficient than 
gasoline — it has 
a higher energy 
content per litre 
and more of that energy is 
converted successfully during 
combustion resulting in 20 per 
cent less C02 emissions than 
an equivalent gasoline car. 
However, diesels emit more 
NOx (Nitrogen Oxide) which is 
a potentially life-threatening 


air pollutant. 

The Clean Air Act in the 
U.S. and the new Euro 6 stan¬ 
dard in the EU are meant to 
tackle that issue 
by ensuring new 
cars emit NOx lev¬ 
els almost on a par 
with gasoline, but 
if U.S. testers can 
be tricked, how 
can European 
consumers be 
sure that they’re 
not being green- 
washed, too? 

The ACEA, 
which represents all Euro¬ 
pean carmakers, on Wednes¬ 
day moved to reassure drivers 
and to underline that Euro¬

CHANTAL HEBERT: ON THE LEADERS' FACEOFF IN FRENCH 
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Thomas Mulcair has 
more to lose than gain 
in Thursday's debate... a 
commanding lead in Quebec 
is mostly what has kept the 
New Democrats in the game. 


With his party’s competi¬ 
tive position in national 
voting intentions hanging 
by a Quebec thread, NDP 
Leader Thomas Mulcair has 
more to lose than to gain in 
Thursday’s French-language 
debate. 

Since the campaign 
began, a commanding lead 
in Quebec is mostly what 
has kept the New Demo¬ 
crats in the game. But the 
status of front-runner comes 
at a price, and Mulcair will 
spend the first French-lan¬ 
guage debate of the cam¬ 
paign on the hot seat. 

He absolutely needs to 
keep alive the prospect of a 
second Quebec orange wave. 
Absent a strong showing 
in the province’s polls, the 
NDP’s carefully constructed 
bid for power could crumble 
like a house of cards. 

The party’s narrative 
hangs on the notion that 
the New Democrats are best 
placed to beat the Conserva¬ 
tives next month. On the 
way to this week’s French- 
language debate, that con¬ 
tention has been sorely 
tested. 

If all had gone according 
to plan for the NDP, Justin 
Trudeau would no longer 
be a realistic contender for 
prime minister. With the 
Liberals lagging too far be¬ 
hind to have a shot at win¬ 
ning the election and the 
help of a cautious platform 
there would be an NDP wave 
in the making in Ontario. 

So far, neither has hap¬ 
pened. 

Eight weeks and two Eng¬ 
lish-language debates later 

— including one on the 
central issue of the economy 

— the Liberal leader is still 
standing and his party has 
gained more ground in pub¬ 
lic opinion, in particular in 


Ontario, than the NDP. 

At this juncture, a slide 
in NDP support in Quebec 
could lead to a hemorrhage 
of support in other regions 
of the country as non-con¬ 
servative voters coalesce 
behind the stronger oppos¬ 
ition option. 

Until this week, the 
main liability Mulcair was 
expected to take in the 
French-language debate was 
his support for the Energy 
East pipeline. That stance 
pits him against Green Party 
Leader Elizabeth May and 
Bloc Quebecois Leader Gilles 
Duceppe, and it does not 
play well with Quebec’s en¬ 
vironmental activists. 

But now the NDP leader is 
coming to the debate with 
a much larger target on his 
back. 

In Quebec, the debate 
over whether Muslim 
women should be required 
to uncover their faces to 


take the oath of citizenship 
has given a moribund Bloc 
campaign a bit of a kiss of 
life. 

Support for a veil ban 
runs high in Quebec. In the 
national assembly, a Liberal 
move to ban face coverings 
for public servants and for 
anyone using provincial 
government services enjoys 
multi-party support. 

The NDP is not alone in 
opposing a niqab ban. So do 
the Liberals. But because the 
Bloc and the New Democrats 
fish in the same nationalist 
pool of francophone voters, 
Duceppe’s attacks have fo¬ 
cused on Mulcair. 

Anecdotal and recent poll¬ 
ing evidence suggest they 
are taking a toll. 

At this juncture, the 
NDP’s best hope of riding 
out the niqab controversy 
would be for the election 
conversation to move on to 
other topics. But with not 


one but two French-lan¬ 
guage debates on the agen¬ 
da of the next two weeks 
and with the help of Bloc 
and Conservative ads, the 
niqab issue could be on the 
Quebec radar to stay. 

A good debate for 
Duceppe on Thursday would 
be good news for Harper 
and Trudeau. 

Every vote that the Bloc 
takes back from the NDP 
helps the Liberals and the 
Conservatives in their own 
local battles against the New 
Democrat tide. 

The NDP has owned Que¬ 
bec since the beginning 
of the campaign, but that 
could still change. Past his¬ 
tory shows that the debates 
tend to focus Quebecers on 
their election choices — 
sometimes with unexpected 
results. 

When he arrived on the 
set of the French-language 
debate in the last election, 
Duceppe had cause to be¬ 
lieve he was bulletproof. 

His party was sitting on its 
usual comfortable lead. As 
the only Quebec leader on 
the set, he had the home 
advantage. 

So widespread were those 
assumptions that those who 
covered the 2011 French-lan¬ 
guage debate did not come 
away with the impression 
that it had been a watershed 
moment. 

A few days later, the NDP 
jumped in the lead in Que¬ 
bec, and never looked back. 

This year, the roles are 
reversed, with Mulcair the 
leader to beat and Duceppe 
the one to watch.

When I started teaching in the 
early 1990s, I was young. And 
I looked young. Very young. 

A rumour started to circulate 
that I had gone to university 
as a tween and was actually 13 
years old. 

I had an excellent start to 
my first year and no issues 
with the nearly 200 junior 
high school students I taught. 
However, as September drew 
to a close, I could tell the vice¬ 
principal worried about how I 
would do at meet-the-teacher 
night. Parents might equate 
my youth to inexperience or, 
worse, incompetence. 

Meet-the-teacher, also 
known as curriculum night, 
usually happens at the end of 
September. Most involve bar¬ 
becues, sitting on too-small 
chairs and being told not to 
ask specific questions about 
your own child. 

This year in public schools 
in Ontario, these nights may 
be a casualty of the ongoing 
strife between the Elemen¬ 
tary Teachers Association of 
Ontario and the provincial 
government. Similar job action 
by teachers has taken place all 
over the country, and there will 
likely be more of the same. 

As far as academic success 
goes, the research seems to 
indicate that events like meet- 
the-teacher are nice, but not 
a necessity. The authors of a 
2014 study in Child Develop¬ 
ment looked at parents' activ¬ 
ities, including parent-teacher 
conferences and volunteering 


at school. They found no evi¬ 
dence that doing these things 
directly affected academic 
achievement. They did say 
they felt there might be some 
emotional benefit — essen¬ 
tially, it's good for children to 
know their parents care. 

Similarly, an analysis of 37 
studies that included over 
80,000 students from 
kindergarten to Grade 12 in 
Educational Research Review 
found that parent participa¬ 
tion in school activities had 
the least effect on student 
achievement. What had the 
most? Parental expectations, 
discussions of school activities 
with children and helping with 
reading topped the list. 

So, if meet-the-teacher 
happens this year and fits into 
your schedule, great. If not, 
don't panic. Other things you 
can do will help more. 

I have no idea who showed 
up to meet me that Septem¬ 
ber evening my first year 
teaching. I do remember that 
my vice-principal sent an 
experienced teacher to stand 
at the back of my room in case 
I needed help. I didn't. But it 
was nice to know someone 
was there if I did — kind of like 
the message you send by hav¬ 
ing clear expectations for your 
child and discussing school 
activities with them. 

Full disclosure: As a parent, I 
have attended every curricu¬ 
lum night since my son started 
kindergarten, and I intend to 
attend this year if there is one. 
Even though my son is starting 
Grade 8,1 want to see the 
person he's about to spend 
more waking hours with than 
anyone else.

While the majority of the 
characters in Ex-Yu are ordin¬ 
ary people, the collection 
includes some infamous real- 
life characters. 

Novakovich jokingly refers 
to these stories as "fan-fic¬ 
tion " These include tales of 
the scientist and inventor 
Nikola Tesla and 1970s ter¬ 
rorist Nikola Kavaja (nick¬ 
named Tito's Hunter). In one, 
we catch up with Slobodan 
Milosevic in jail at the Hague 
just months before the ver¬ 
dict of his war-crimes tribu¬ 
nal. The fallen leader, now 
impotent, demands Viagra, 


despite his doctor's warn¬ 
ings. 

The title. Just Desserts, 
perhaps alludes to the 
satisfaction Novakovich felt 
reimagining Milosevic's last 
days. "It was a known thing 
that he was sabotaging his 
medical care, not taking his 
blood pressure pills so most 
likely it was just massive 
heart failure," says Novako¬ 
vich, a medical-school drop¬ 
out. 

"But that can also happen 
with Viagra in such condi¬ 
tions, so I thought 'Why not 
make fun of it?"'

An American-born translator 
goes to Bosnia to work for the 
UN, only to discover rape camps 
that her employer turns a blind 
eye to (or worse, participates in). 

After losing everything else in 
his life when Serb rebel forces 
take over his village, a Croatian 
man turns to his bees for com¬ 
fort and protection. 

A Serbian man who once lived 
in Croatia but was displaced 
by the war waits for his cousin 
to arrive on a train that never 
seems to come. 

These are some of the experi¬ 
ences explored in Ex-Yu, but ac¬ 
cording to the author of these 
fictions based loosely on the Bal¬ 
kan wars of the ’90s, the collec¬ 
tion is as much about transform¬ 
ation as it is about destruction. 

“The title is a pun on Ex-Yugo¬ 
slavia, and the former you,” says 
Croatian-Canadian writer Josip 
Novakovich on the phone from 
Montreal, about his latest — a 
gripping, tragic, often strange, 
absurd, and sometimes laugh- 
out-loud funny short-stoiy col¬ 
lection published this month by 
Vehicule Press. “Many countries 
pass and change, so do we, even 
if we might not be aware of how 
much we change.” 

He quotes the philosopher 
Heraclitus, who said that you 
can’t step in the same river 
twice. “Usually we just think 
about how the river changes 
— the water is always new, the 
new schools of fish are passing 
through, but you too are also 
different — it’s not the same 
you crossing the river for the 
second time.” 

As philosophical as Novako¬ 
vich is, he also thinks pragmat¬ 
ically. When asked why Ex-Yu 
includes a cannibalistic tale that 
takes place nowhere near South¬ 
eastern Europe, he admits it 
made it into the pile because his 
last publisher refused to release 
it, deeming it too horrifying. 

It’s also a continuation, he 
says, of an earlier collection 
that chiefly concerns itself with 
friendship versus survival versus 
tribe loyalty. 

In a way it fits, despite the 
geographical divergence, be¬ 
cause the collection is so dark. 

There’s ghosts of the horrors 
of the Second World War; Dutch 


guilt over the Srebrenica mas¬ 
sacre; a bad batch of an ear¬ 
ly measles vaccination; lung 
cancer. 

“Things don’t have to hap¬ 
pen, but we fear they will hap¬ 
pen, and sometimes they do 
happen. Death is something 
that only happens once, but it 
is always in the background of 
our minds — how will I go and 
how will those around me go?” 
says Novakovich. 

He believes it’s cathartic to 
face our fears in art and that 
looking only at happiness is 
neither possible, nor, perhaps, 
desirable. 


“I read a remarkable article 
about (Serbian tennis star) No¬ 
vak Djolcovic recently. He was 
asked if he just thinks positive 
during matches. And he said he 
tried it and it doesn’t work — 
he has to do both,” Novakovich 
says. “He can’t eliminate the 
(bad) stuff and he figured out 
that it’s better if he doesn’t. You 
can’t completely ignore that life 
is partly a horror story.” 

Plus, Novakovich says, offer¬ 
ing a less existential explana¬ 
tion — his dark stuff sells better. 

“I publish these stories more 
easily, say, than the stories about 
my cats.”

Author Elizabeth Gilbert has 
made a career following her crea¬ 
tivity. Here are a few of her tips: 

Follow your 
curiosity 

If you think only writers, artists 
and musicians can be creative, 


think again. “The definition of 
creative living is paying attention 
to your curiosity and following 
wherever it leads you,” she says. 

Uncover your 
“strange jewels” 

In Big Magic, Gilbert encourages 
readers to uncover their own per¬ 
sonal, “strange jewels,” a thought 
inspired by her favourite poet, 
Jack Gilbert: “The jewels that are 


hiding inside you are begging 
to say yes.” “The jewels can be 
anything from talents to virtues 
to purpose in life,” she says. She 
adds that following what you 
find interesting is part of the 
treasure hunt. 

Stop making excuses 

Gilbert says people often write 
her on social media complaining 
that they don’t have time to be 


creative. Gilbert fires back that 
if you have time to be on social 
media, watch TV or read maga¬ 
zines, then that isn’t necessarily 
true. “When I start to pick apart 
that argument with people, it 
turns out it isn’t really a ques¬ 
tion about having time,” she says. 
“They’re afraid. They’re afraid 
they don’t have the material, or 
the right training, or they’ll get 
rejected or ignored. It doesn’t 


really have to do with time.” 

Practice self-forgiveness 

It’s human nature to start off 
excited about an idea, but for 
that interest to fade over time 
until you end up abandoning it. 
Gilbert says the key to seeing a 
creative project through is self¬ 
forgiveness. “You have to look 
back at what you created and 
say, I’m still learning.”

Lindsay Gibb didn’t set out to 
become a fierce defender of 
Nicolas Cage. It was only after 
a 2012 retrospective of the en¬ 
igmatic actor’s films at the TIFF 
Bell Lightbox that the Toronto 
librarian and former editor of 
Broken Pencil magazine real¬ 
ized the depths of her fandom. 

“I liked him a lot but I wasn’t 
as obsessed with him as I am 
now,” she recalls. 

While most pop-culture afi¬ 
cionados are content simply 
sharing their enthusiasm 
with Faceboolc friends, 

Gibb turned her obses¬ 
sion into a book. Na¬ 
tional Treasure: Nicolas 
Cage is the latest in ECW 
Press’s Pop Classics ser¬ 
ies, a line of digestible es¬ 
says that spotlight 
cultural touch- 
stones such 
as Elvis Cos¬ 
tello, Twin 
Peaks, Teen- 
age Mu¬ 
tant Ninja 
Turtles and 
the stripper 
schlockfest, 

Showgirls. 

Except 
for perhaps 


Keanu Reeves, there is no con¬ 
temporary actor who divides 
audiences and opinions — or 
inspired as many memes — as 
Cage. Beyond his eccentric off¬ 
screen life (purchasing saber¬ 
tooth tigers and dinosaur skulls, 
his Elvis obsession, whirlwind 
marriages), Gibb suggests Cage’s 
screen presence is so polariz¬ 
ing because he’s impossible to 
pigeonhole. 

“From one movie to the next 
you don’t really know what to 
expect,” she says. “People have 
a certain kind of vision of him 
because they’ve seen him in a 
certain kind of movie, but then 
he’ll go ahead and do something 
like The Sorcerer’s Apprentice.” 

To prepare for National Treas¬ 
ure, Gibb watched all of Cage’s 
work — an impressive feat con¬ 
sidering he’s appeared in more 
than 70 films. Inspired by the 
TIFF retrospective, Gibb, who 
calls Vampire’s Kiss and Wild at 
Heart among her favourites, 
began hosting a month¬ 
ly Cage movie night 
in her condo’s the¬ 
atre room. When she 
started writing the 
book, she knew she 
had to take a more 
critical approach. 
“I was trying to 
look at them 
through the 
eyes of, 
‘What is 
he doing?’ 
I was look¬ 
ing for 
links be¬ 
tween his 
movies, 
and trying 
to see what 
he was try-

ing to do with his acting style,” 
she says. “He has this intensity, 
or bombastic style, where he gets 
hyper in the middle of a movie 
that is consistent throughout 
his films.” 

In the introduction to the 
book, Gibb writes, “Having to 
constantly defend something you 
like can you love it more fiercely.” 
She dismisses critics who have 
an unwavering bias against Cage 
and his on-screen antics. 

“There are definitely writ¬ 
ers who have a certain take on 
him — he’s a second-rate actor 
that’s always going to chew the 
sceneiy,” she says. “People have 
their set opinions, and don’t let 
his performance influence their 
opinion. They’ve just decided he’s 
the worst. And then there are 
people like me. I’ll always find 
at least a nugget in his not-so- 
great films, and see something 
interesting.”

SHUT-EYE 

More than

If an apple a day keeps the 
doctor away, what does a good 
night’s sleep get us? 

A healthy immune system, 
experts say, which is key for 
warding off illnesses, includ¬ 
ing cold and flu. 

“It’s well-studied and well- 
known that reduced hours of 
sleep, particularly anything 
less than six hours, is known 
to impact our immune system 
and significantly makes us 
more susceptible to illness be¬ 
cause it seems to reduce how 
our immune system functions 
to rid the body of viruses and 
other micro-organisms,” said 
Dr. Scott Gledhill, a family 
physician at the Medcan Clinic 
in Toronto. 

One reason for this could 
be cortisol, the hormone that 
your body releases when it’s 
under stress. Cortisol levels 
can be affected by various 
factors, Gledhill said, includ¬ 
ing a lack of sleep, how much 
exercise you are getting, the 
food you are eating, and how 
much stress you feel in your 
daily life. 

But sleep appears to be a 
major culprit when it comes 
to increased susceptibility 
to a cold, says a study pub¬ 


lished earlier this month in 
the journal Sleep. According 
to the findings, sleeping for 
six hours or less per night can 
increase the risk of developing 
a cold. Study participants who 
slept for five to six hours per 


night were 4.2 times more 
likely to develop a cold. Par¬ 
ticipants who slept for less 
than five hours were 4.5 times 
more likely to catch a cold. 

Even when the research¬ 
ers considered other factors, 


from smoking and drinking 
habits, to stress levels and 
even the amount of money 
the participants made, sleep 
duration was still the most 
important risk factor. 

“It goes beyond feeling 


groggy or irritable,” lead study 
author Aric Prather of the Uni¬ 
versity of California San Fran¬ 
cisco said in a statement. “Not 
getting sleep fundamentally 
affects your physical health.” 

While the study did not 


prove that less sleep was the 
cause of the cold in the par¬ 
ticipants who got sick, the 
findings build on previous 
research that shows the im¬ 
portance of sleep in keeping 
you healthy. 


Log off for 
better health 


With growing evidence that 
a lack of sleep can increase 
susceptibility to cold and flu, 
now is a good time to cut 
back on things that might 
lead to less shut-eye. 

Could Internet use be a 
culprit? 

Researchers from Swansea 
University and the Univer¬ 
sity of Milan have found that 
people who reported having 
an Internet addiction also 
reported more cold and flu 
symptoms than moderate in¬ 
ternet users — about 30 per 
cent more. 

The study “begins to get 
us to think about” whether 
staying indoors and using 
the Internet has some asso¬ 


ciation to poor health and 
poor general wellbeing, said 
Dr. Mike Allan, professor and 
director of evidence-based 
medicine in the University 
of Alberta’s department of 
family medicine. 

“There’s a lot of opinion 
right now that a lot of people, 
particularly young people, 
are addicted or using the In¬ 
ternet to an unhealthy level, 
or computers in general,” 
Allan said. “So this starts us 
thinking that there may be 
some support for that belief 
system, but we need to go fur¬ 
ther. This is the beginning, 
what we would call a signal 
to do more research.”

There are many reasons why 
you may be getting poor-qual¬ 
ity sleep eveiy night — or not 
enough sleep overall.

Try 
to stop screen time an hour- 
and-a-half before bed.

Otters have a 
big void to fill

Erie could be 
without top 
two players 
from last year 

Already facing the impossible 
task of filling the offensive void 
left by Connor McDavid, the 
Erie Otters might also have to 
get used to life without scoring 
star Dylan Strome. 

McDavid produced one of 
the best seasons in Ontario 
Hockey League history last 
year. The star won’t be back 
in Erie this season after being 
selected first overall in June’s 
NHL draft by the Edmonton 
Oilers. 

While McDavid is in Alberta 
preparing for his first profes¬ 
sional season, the Otters are 
facing the possibility of los¬ 
ing Strome, who led the OHL 
in scoring last season. 

“There’s no way you could 
ever replace a guy like Connor,” 
Erie head coach Kris Knoblauch 
said. “And to possibly be losing

McDavid had video-game- 
lilce statistics last year with the 
Otters, scoring 44 goals and 
120 points in just 47 games 
after missing time due to the 
world junior championship 
and a hand injuiy.

player award and the league’s 
playoff MVP. The 18-year-old 
fell just short on the road to 
the Memorial Cup when Erie 
was eliminated by eventual 
Canadian Hockey League cham¬ 
pion Oshawa in the OHL final. 

McDavid combined with 
Strome for a one-two punch 
that was tough for any team 
to stop. Strome won the league 
scoring title after a six-point 
performance in the last game 
of the regular season giving 
him 45 goals and 84 assists in 
68 games. 

His impressive season caught 
the eye of the Arizona Coyotes, 
who drafted Strome two spots 
after McDavid at No. 3. 

The possibility that Strome 
makes the Coyotes’ roster, how¬ 
ever, isn’t making it tough on 
Knoblauch’s lineup plans ahead 
of Thursday night, when the 
Otters open their season in 
Windsor against the Spitfires. 

“As a coach you want the 
best players and we’re not 
changing our roster to wheth¬ 
er Dylan comes back or not,” 
Knoblauch said. 

“As coaches and manage¬ 
ment we’re looking to keep the 
best talented players and we 
do have an idea of how we’re 
going to play if we have Dylan 
and how our team will look 
otherwise. Right now we’re just 
looking to form our team and 
keep the best players.”

Martin powers 
Blue Jays to 
series victory 
over Yankees 

Russell Martin hit a three-run 
homer and Marcus Stroman 
threw seven scoreless innings as 
the Toronto Blue Jays defeated 
the New York Yankees 4-0 on 
Wednesday in the rubber match 
of a pivotal three-game series 
between American League East 
rivals. 

Martin turned on a 2-2 pitch 
from Andrew Bailey in the sev¬ 
enth inning for his 21st homer 


of the year. Brett Cecil and Ro¬ 
berto Osuna completed the 
shutout in front of a boister¬ 
ous sellout crowd of 48,056 at 
Rogers Centre. 

The victoiy restored Toron¬ 
to’s 3-1/2-game cushion on the 
second-place Yankees in the div¬ 
ision standings. New York (83-68) 
has 11 games left to play, one 
more than the Blue Jays (87-65). 

Toronto entered play 1-1/2 
games behind Kansas City for 
the best record in the Amer¬ 
ican League. The Royals were 
at Seattle on Wednesday night. 

Stroman (3-0), making his 
third start after missing most 
of the season while recover¬ 
ing from knee surgery, allowed 
five hits and a walk. He had

five strikeouts and trimmed 
his eamed-run average to 1.89. 

The Blue Jays had their chan¬ 
ces against Yankees starter Ivan 
Nova but didn’t score until he 
left the game after issuing a 
two-out walk to Martin in the 
sixth. Left-hander James Pazos 
gave up a single to Ryan Goins 
that moved Martin to third base 
and Kevin Pillar drove him in 
with a single off reliever Caleb 
Cotham. 


Toronto would load the bases 
before left-fielder Brett Gardner 
tracked down a Ben Revere drive 
near the warning track for the 
third out. Nova (6-9) allowed one 
earned run, four hits, two walks 
and had six strikeouts. 

Stroman retired the first eight 
batters he faced before Didi Gre¬ 
gorius hit a flare that landed in 
shallow centre field. Jacoby Ells- 
buiy flew out on the next pitch 
to leave him stranded. 

New York put two runners 
on in the seventh after a walk 
and a single but Stroman got 
Dustin Ackley to line out to cen¬ 
tre field. Donaldson led off the 
home half of the inning with a 
double and moved to third on 
a Bautista grounder.

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RECIPE Green Gazpacho

After hosting countless sunset 
dinner parties for friends and 
family, Katie Lee, co-host of The 
Food Network's The Kitchen, 
compiled her favourite summer 
recipes and entertaining tips into 
the Endless Summer Cookbook 
released earlier this year. 

Here she shares a recipe for 
green gazpacho, "The avocado 
in this recipe adds an extra ele¬ 
ment of creaminess, and the lime 
juice evens out the flavors of the 
onion, garlic, and jalapeno." 
Serves 6-8 

Ingredients 

• 2 pounds Green Zebra tomatoes, 
cored and coarsely chopped, 
plus 1 Green Zebra tomato, cut 
into small wedges, for garnish 

• 1 unpeeled seedless cucumber, 
coarsely chopped, plus 1 finely 
diced unpeeled cucumber for 
garnish 

• 1 sweet onion, coarsely chopped 

• 1 Hass avocado, chopped 

• 1 small jalapeno, seeded 

• 1 clove garlic 

• 2 Tbsp fresh lime juice 
•1 cup cold water 


• 2 Tbsp fresh mint leaves, 
chopped, plus more whole 
leaves for garnish 

• 2 Tbsp fresh cilantro leaves 

• 1/4 cup extra-virgin olive oil, 
plus more for drizzling 

• Salt and freshly ground black 
pepper 

Directions 

1. In a blender, combine half of 
the coarsely chopped tomatoes, 
cucumber, and onion with the 
avocado, jalapeno, garlic, lime 
juice, and 1 cup cold water and 
blend until smooth. Transfer the 
puree to a large bowl. 

2. Add the remaining coarsely 
chopped tomatoes, cucumber, 
and onion to the blender along 
with the mint, cilantro, and oil 
and pulse to a chunky puree. Add 
the puree to the bowl and stir 
well. Refrigerate the soup until 
well chilled, about 1 hour. 

3. Season the soup with salt and 
pepper to taste. Garnish with to¬ 
mato wedges, diced cucumber, 
and mint leaves, and finish with 
a drizzle of oil. Serve cold.
